ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 
An air-intake system of a multi-cylinder engine of a small watercraft. The 
system typically includes a plurality of air-intake pipes respectively provided for 
cylinders, the air-intake pipes having first opening end portions respectively 
connected to a plurality of air-intake ports of a cylinder head, and an air-intake box 
to which second opening end portions of the air-intake pipes are connected.The 
air-intake box typically is provided laterally of the engine and has a bottom portion 
located lower than a center axis of a crankshaft of the engine, and the air-intake 
pipes typically extend from the air-intake ports to an inside of the air-intake box. 
The second opening end portions typically open inside the air-intake box at a 
position spaced apart a predetermined distance from an inner bottom face of the 
bottom portion of the air intake box. 
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
